On the northwestern front, the 
war bulletin declared repeated at- 
tempts of the Russians to break 
out of encirclement were "repelled 
with very heavy losses to the en- 
emy." 
The two columns were said to

Vyazma, the major battleground 
of the big Nazi olfensive against 
Moscow, and that Soviet counter- 
attacks had been launched against 
the invadc-rs at sevei'al points. 
The Germans still were moving 
eastward, a dispatch to the news- 
paper Pravda said, but their pace 
was stated to have been reduceci 
in the past few days and tho Red 
army's resistance was declared to 
be growing. 
Russian reinforcements were be- 
ing rushed steadily into the bat- 
tle lines, late dispatches said. 
A gigantic struggle raged about 
Vyazma. 120 miles from Moscow, 
while the Russians pushed coun- 
ter-attacks elsewhere. 
One

these was said to have resulted in 
the recapture o a town near Bry- 
ansk. 
Bryansk, 
itself, strategic 
rail 
junction 210 miles southwest of 
Moscow, was abandoned yesterday 
by the Russians. 
A second Russian counter-attack 
was launched north of Orel, which 
Ihe Germans took a week- ago. 
The 
Russian 
reinforcements, 
Pravda said, are fresh, well-equip- 
ped regular 
troops who already 
have been under fire but since 
have been rested.

The Trinity River program calls 


for dredging of a canal nine feet 
deep and 100 feet wide inland from 
the gulf to Fort Worth at a cost 
of $114,500,000, of which flood con- 
trol works would account for ap- 
proximately $19,000,000. 


"By changing the law and allow- 


ing truck 
competition, you can 


force down railroad rates, and save 
the $114,000,000 
you 
propose 
to 


spend here," Monroney suggested. 


The Oklahoma.n repeatedly r»(e«- 


rod to tho proposed 
canal as a 
"itch" and said It was "preposter- 
ous to think this creek" could be 
converted Into a waterway as an 
economically sound undertaking. 


"It Is silly to presume Oklahoma 


wheat would move via the canal," 
he continued.

SITKA, Alaska, Oct. 13.—W)— 


An explosion of 43,000 pounds of 
dynamite at the Sitka naval atr 
station killed five soldiers and a 
marine and injured at least fifteen 
other persons. 
The force of the 


blast broke windows In Sitka, three 
miles away on Baranof Island, and 
several civilians, including mem- 
bers of a church congregation, were 
cut by falling glass. 


Navy officials said a grass fire 


touched off the terrific explosion.

FEVER HERE; CAUSED 


DY MOSQUITO DUES 


AUSTIN, Oct. 10.—(Special).— 


This is the season for Dengue fe- 
ver, according to Dr. George W. 
Cox, 
state health officer. Several 


cases of this disease have been re- 
ported to date and no doubt will 
continue to Increase until the first 
frost. 


Dengue is characterized by sud- 


den onset, headache, and pain In 
the back and limbs, especially the 
joints. The fever is of short dura- 
tion, but recovery Is slow. While 
causing great discomfort, the dis- 
ease is seldom fatal. However, the 
loss of time Involved is a great 
economic factor. 
One attack is 


generally followed by Immunity for 
a few years. 


Dengue fever is caused by the 


bite of the same mosquito that 
transmits yellow fever. Those who 
have not studied the mosquito are 
unable to distinguish the different 
species.

ized by congress when it passed 
the ntw $3,500,000,000 defense tax 
bill. Itu use IB optional for persona 
whose Income is $3,000 or less. 


In theory, the idea seemed fine. 


AH a taxpayer in that bracket 
would have to do was to present 
himself at a post offfice or some 
federal agency, 
report 
his total 


Income and dependents, and learn 
quickly the amount of taxes he 
owed. No figuring, no paper'work. 
A federal employ could give him 
the answer presto by referring to 
'| a graduated 
table showing the 


amount of tax owed for various 
amounts of net Income. 


The 
new 
method 
is 
simple 


enough, the experts explained to- 
,*ay, but many taxpayers will be 
foolish and overpay their taxes 
if they don't figure both by the 
simple form and the old compli- 
cated form, and choose the cheap- 
est. But by doing this, they will 
end up doing more figuring than 
ever before. 


Supposed to Save Figuring 


The simple form Isn't supposed 


to be either more or less expen- 
sive for the average person; It's 
•upposed only to save him a lot 
of 
figuring. 


But to make the formula sim- 


ple, experts pointed out, the treas- 
ury had to base it on some arbi- 
trary 
assumptions 
that 
won't 


prove fair to a lot of taxpayers. 


i The treasury's official apology for 


this is that these cases just can't 
be handled on a simple form, and 
people in these circumstances are 
protected 
by being permitted to 


use the old, complicated form. 


For instance, to make the new 


blank simple the treasury pro- 
poses to base the personal and 
dependent exemptions and credits 
on a person's status on the first 
day of the year. On the old form, 
these credits are prorated for per- 
sona whoae status changes during 
the year. 


An Example 


This mean* that, on the sim- 


ple form, -a man gets a married 
man's full $1,500 exemption even 
thoufch he was single all year and 
got married on Dec. 30. But it 


, alao means that on this form a 
i man who was married all year 


and lost his wife on Dec. 30 would 
get 
only a single man's $750 ex- 


emption. The first man saves $75 
In taxes; the second one will-over- 
pay $75 tayes unless he taxes the 
old, complicated blank. 


Similarly, a baby born on Dec, 


80 counts as a full-year $400 de- 
pendent credit on the simple form, 
but there is no credit for a de- 
pendent invalid mother who was 
supported all year 
and 
passed 


away on Dec. 30. This is a saving 
or loss of $40 in taxes for each 
dependent, if the simple form is 
used.

Gorman Offensive Slows Down. 
LONDON, 
Oct. 
13. —(>P)—The 


German offensive !n Russia has 
slowed down In comparison with 
the speed of the first two or three 
days, an authoritative source said 
today. He said the Russians were 
bringing up reserves to the front. 
This source said "very severe 


fighting" continued In the assaul! 
directed toward Moscow. 


It is "quite on the cards," he add- 


ed, that the German drive might 
be stopped seventy or eighty miles 
short of Moscow because 
of the 


wear and tear on tanks and other 
mechanized vehicles and the "limit 
of human 
endurance" 
on both 
sides. 


Declaring tho Germans apparent- 


ly were trying to starve out Lenin- 
grad, he asserted that the Nazis 
probably had withdrawn manpow- 
er and guns from the Leningrad 
front to help In terrific onslaughts 
on other fronts, 


Ho added there were no indica- 


tions the Russians were bringing 
reserves from the Far East. 


Demand Aid For Russia 


LONDON, Oct. 13.—(/P)—Urgent 


and pointed demands for Britain 
and the United States to help em- 
battled Rusaia with military ac- 
tion as well as supplies came from 
sections of the London press to- 
day after a call by Lord Beaver- 
brook for British-American 
pro- 
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vision of the law, ho expressed the 
hope that congress would give early 
consideration to tho need for oth- 
er changes, including that dealing 
with the matter of combat zones. 


Stimson testified that In his opin-
